IT is now a days the hard fate of fdch as pre- 
tend to be authors^ that they are not permit- 
ted to be niaflers of their own works; for if fuch 
papers (however imperfe<ft) as may be called a 
copy of them^ either by a fervant, or any other 
means come into the hands of a bookfeller, he 
never confiders whether it be for the perfon's re- 
putation to con^e into the world^ whether it is 
agreeable to hts fentiments, whether to his ftrie 
or corredtnefs, or whether he has for (bnie time 
looked over it; nor doth he care what name or' 
charatfler he puts to it^ fo he imagines he may 
get by it. 

It was the fate of the following poem to be 
(b ufed^ ^nd printed with as much imperfedlion, 
and as many miftakes^ as a bookfeller that hag 
common fenfe could imagine fhould pafs upon 
the town, efpecially in an age (b polite and cii- 
tical as the prefent. 

Thefe following letters and poem were jat 
the prefs fome time before the other paper pre- 
tending to the fame title bad crept out : And 
they had ^Ife, as the learned fay, groaned under 
the prefs till fuch time as the (heets had one by 
one been pcrufed and corrected, not oi\l^ ^'"^ x?^«. 
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author, but his friends, whoTe jadgment as he is 
fenfible he wants, fo he is proud to own that they 
fbmetimes condefcend to afford him. 

For, many faults that at fipft feem fmall,, yet 
crea tc^U pardonable errors, when the number of 
the ffflfe turns upon the harfhoefs of a (yllable, 
and the laying (Irefs upon improper words, will 
make the mofl: correct piece ridiculous : Falfe 
concord, tenfes and grammar^ nonfenfe, in^pro* 
priety and confufion, may go down with fome 
perfons; but it fhould not be in the power of a 
bookfelier to lampoon an author, and tell him 
you did write all this ; I have got it, and yoUr 
ihall (land to the fcandal, and 1 will havq the 
benefit: Yet this is the prefent cafe, notwith- 
ftanding there are above threefcore faults of this 
nature, verfes tranfpofed, fome added, others al- 
tered, and near forty omitted. The stuthor does 
not value himfclf upon the whole; but if he 
fliews his efteeni for Horace, and can by any 
means provoke perfons to read (b ufeful a trea* 
tife; if he fliews his averfion to the introducftion 
of luxury, which may tend to the corruption of 
manners, and declare his love to the old Britifli 
hpfpitality, charity and -valour, when the arms 
of the family, the old pikes, mufkets and halberds 
were hung up in the hall over the long table, 
when the marrow-bones lay on the floor, and Chevy 
Cbace, and the old Courtier of the ^een^ were 
placed over the carved mantle piece, and the 
beef and brown-bread were carried every day to 
the poor, he defires little farther, than that the 
reader would for the future give all fach book- 
iellers as are before ipalte of no manner of en- 
couragement.

I have riifed a thoufand notions to myfelf on- 
ly from the title : Where could fuch a trealure

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lie hid? What manufcripts have been collated? 
Under what emperor was it wrote? Might it not 
have been in the reign of Heliogabalus, who 
though vicious, and in fome things* Fantafticali 
yet was not incarious in the grand affair of eat- 
ing? 

Gonfider, dear Sir, in what uncertainties we 
mud remain at prefent ; yoa know my neighboar 
IVir Creatorix is a learned antiquary ; I (hewed 
him your letter, which threw him into fuch a 
dubioufnefs, and indeed perplexity of mind, that 
the next day he durd not put any catchup in his 
fijh'fauce^ nor have his beloved pepper^ oil and 
limon with his partridge, le(V, before he had (eea 
Dr Liftcr^s book, he might tranfgrefs in ufing 
fon'^ething not common to the Ancients. '• 

Difjjatch it therefore to us with all fpeed, for 
1 expedl wonders from it. Let me. tell you; I 
hope, in the fii ft place, it will, in (bme mcafiirc, 
remove the barbarity of cnr prefent education : 
For what hopes can there be of any progrefi in 
learning, whilft our gentlemen fuffer their fons 
at W'eftminrtcr, Eaton, and Winchefter to eat 
nothing but fait with their mutton, and vinegar 
with their roafl beef upon holidays? What ex* 
lenfivenefs can there be in their fouls? Efpeci;tl- 
ly, vv'hen upon their going thrnce to the nni- 
verfiiy, their knowledge in culinary matters is 
ftldora enlarged, and ihcir diet coniinues very 
much the fame; and as to fauces they are ia 
profound ignorance.

groom, g.irdiner, butler, and valet, you would

To Dr Lifter, prefent. 

SIR, 

I AM a plain man. and therefore nevef ufe 
compliments; but I muft tell you, that I have 
a great ambition to hold a correfpondencc with 
you, efpecially that I may beg you tocommum. 
caie your remarks from the ancients ^ concerning 
{hnti'/calpSf vulgarly called tooth-picks. I take 
the ufe of them to have been of great antiquity, 
and the original to come from the inftin^l oF na- 
ture, which is the beil mlQrefs upon 9II occafions. 
The Egyptians weie a people excellent for their 
philofophical and mathematical ol)(ervations ; 
they fearched into all the fprings of adlion; and 
though T muft condemn their fuperftition, I can- 
not* buc applaud their inventions. This people 
had a vaft diftridl that worftiipped the Crocodile^ 
which is an animal,/whofe jaws being very ob- 
long, give him the oppvortunity of having a great 
many teeth; and his habitation and bufluefs ly- 
ing moft in the water, he, liJ<e our modern 
Datch-whitftcrs in Southwark, had a very good 
llomach, and was extremely voracious. It is cer- 
tain that he had the water of Nile always ready, 
anvl confequently the opportunity of wafliing his 
mouth after meals; yet he had farther occafion 
for other inftruments to cleanfe his teeth, which 
are ferrate, or like a faw. To this end nature 
lias provided an animal called the Tnchneumonf 
which performs this office, and is fo maintained 
by the producfb of its own labour. The Egypti- 
ans feeing fuch an ufeful fagaciiy in the Croco* 
dile which they (b much reverenced , foon began 
to imitate it; great examples eafily drawing the 
multitude, fo that it became their conftant cuf- 
toiw to pick their teeth; aad waih their mouths 

'after 
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after eaiing. I .cannot find in Marfham -s Dyna- 
fties, nor in the Fragments of Manethon, what 
year of the moon (for I hold the Egyptian 
years to have been lunar y that is, but oft month's 
continuance), fo venerable an ufage firft began : 
For it is the fault of great philologcrs to omic 
fuch things as are moft material. Whether Se- 
fbflris in his large conquetls. might extend the 
ufe'of them, is' as uncertain ; for the glorious ac- 
tions of thofe ages lie very much in the dark: It 
\s very probable that the public ufe of theiu came 
in about the fame time that the Egyptians made 
ufe oi Juries, I find in the preface to the Third 
Part of Modern Reports, ** That the Chaldecs 
' had a great eftee:m for the number twelve^ bc- 
' caufe there were fo many figns of the Zlodiac ; 
' from them this number came to the Egyptians, 
' and fo to Greece, where Mars himfelf was tri^d 
' for a murder, and was acquitted." JSow it docs 
not appear upon record ^ nor any fione that I 
have feen, whether the Jury clubbed, or whether 
Mars treated them at dinner, though it is mod 
likely that he did ; for he was but a quarrelfbroe 
{brt of perfon, and probably, though acquitted^ 
might be as guilty as count Coningfmark. Now 
the xuftom jof Juries dining at an eaiing-houfe, 
and having glafles of water brought them with 
tooth-picks, tinged with vermillion fwimming at 
the top, being ftiU continued, why may we not 
imagine, that the tooth-picks w^e as ancient as 
the dinner, the dinner as the juries, lind the jupies 
at leaft as the grand-children of Mitzraim? Ho- 
mer makes his heroes feed (o grody,. that they 
feem to have had more occafion ibr ikewers than 
goofe-puills. He is very tedious in defcribing a 
fmith's forge, and an anvil ; whereas he might 
^ave been more polite in fetting out the tooth. 
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pick- cafe, or painted fnufF-box of Achilles, if that 
age had Tiot been fo barbarous as to want chem. 
And here 1 cannot but coniider, that Athens in 
the time of Pet ides, vvhen it fiourifhed moft in 
fumptuous buildings, and Rome in its height of 
empire, from Auguilus down to Adrian, had no- 
thing that equalled the Royal or New ICxchange, 
or Pope's- head Alley, for curiofiiies and tqyfhops; 
neither had their fenate anj thing to alleviate 
their debates concerning the affairs of the uni- 
verfe like raffling fometimes at colonel Par(bns\ 
Although the Egyptians often extended their 
conqueds into Africa and Ethiopia, and though 
the Cafre Blacks have very fine teeth; yet I can- 
not find that they make ufe of any fuch inftrn- 
ment; nor does Ludolfus, though very exadt as 
to the Abyfline empire, give any account of a 
matter fo important; for which he is to blame, as 
] (hall fliew in my treatife of forks and napkins, of 
which I fliall fend you an effay with all expedi- 
tion. I fliall in ih:it treatife fully illuflrate, or 
confute ibis paiTage of Dr He}lin, in the third 
book of his Cofmography, where he fays of the 
Chinefe, " That they eat their meat with two 

* flicks of ivory, ebony, or the like; not touching 

* it with their hands at all, and therefore no 

* great foulers of linen. The ufe of filver forks 

* with us, by fome of our fpruce gallants taken up 

* of late, came from hence into Italy, and from 
' thence into Kngland." I cannot agree with 
this learned docflor in many of thefe particulars. 
For, firft the ufe of thefe fticks is not fo much to 
five linen, as out of pure neceflity, which arifes 
from the length of their nails, which perfons of 
great quality in thofe countries wear at a prodi- 
gious length, to prevent all poffibility of working, 
or being ferviceablc to thcmfclvcs or others; and 

therefore 
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therefore if they would, ihey could not eafily 
feed themfelves with thofe clavys; and I have ve- 
ry good authority that in the Eafl:, and efpccially 
in Japan, the princes have the meat put into 
their mouths by their attendants. Befides, thefe 
flicks are of nq ufe but for their fort of meat, 
which being pilau, is all boiled to rags. .But, what 
would thofe fticks fignify to carve a turkey-cock, 
or a chine of beef? Therefore our forks are of 
quite different fhape ; the fleel ones are iidental, 
and the filver generally refembling tridents ; 
which makes me think them to be as ancient as 
the Saturnian race, where the former is appropri- 
ated to Pluto, and the latter to Neptune. It is 
certain that Pedro Dello Valle, that famous Ita- 
lian traveller, carried his knife and fork into the 
Eaft. Indies, and he gives a large account bow, at 
the court of an Indian prince, he was admired for 
his neatnefs in that particular, and his care in 
wiping that, and his knife, before he returned 
thera to their refpcc^ive repofitories. I could 
wifh Dr Wotton, in the next edition of his mo. 
dern learning, would (hew us how much we are 
improved fince Dr Heylin's time, and tell us the 
original of ivory-knives, with which young heirs 
are fufFered to mangle their own pudding j as 
likewife of lilver and gold knives, brought i^ 
with the defert for carving jV/Z/Vj* and orange' 
butter', and the indifpenfible neceflity of ^ /ilver 
knife at the fide .board, to mingle fallads -v\iih, 
as is with great learning made out in a treaiife 
called Aceiaria, concerning drejjing of fallads. 

A noble work! But I tranfgrefs 

And yet pardon me, good Do<51or, I had air 
moft forgot a thing that I would not have done 
for the world, it is fo remarkible. I think I may 

be 
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be pofitive from this verfe of Juvenal, where he 
fpcaks of the Egyptians, 

Porrum & cape nefas viohrc, & frangcrc 
morfu. 

That It was facrilege to chop a leek, or bite an 
anion.' Nay, I believe that ic amounts to a de- 
monftration, that Pharaoh-Necho could havr no 
true lenttn porridge^ ncr any Carrier's fauce to 
his mutton; the trae receipt of making which 
fauce I have from an ancient MS. remaining at 
the BulMnn in Biflbopfgate-ftreet, which runs 
thus: ** Take feven fpoonfuls of fpring-waier; 
' flice two onions of moderate Gze into a large 

* iaucer, and put in as much fait as you can hold 
^ at thrice betwixt your fore-finger and thnnib, 

* if large, and ferve it up^' Probatum efi; Hob* 
fon, carrier to the univerfity of Cambridge. 

The effigies of that worthy perfon remains 
flill at that inn; and I dare fay, that not only 
Hobfun, but old Birch, and many others of thiU 
mufical and delightful profe/fion, would rather 
have been labouters at the pyramids with that 
Regale, than to have reigned at Memphis, and 
have been debarred of it. I break off abruptly. 
Believe uic an admirer of your worth, and a fol- 
lower of your niethojs towards the increafe of 
learning, and more efpecally,

I have in 
the mean time fent you an imitation of Horace's 
invitation of Torquatus to fupper, wbicb is the 
fifth epiftle of his iirft book.- Perhaps you will 
find (b many faults in this, that you may fave me 
the trouble of my other propofal ; but however 
take it as it is» 

If Belville can his gen'rous foul confine 
To a fmall room, few difiies and fume wine, 
I fhall expe<5l my happinefs at nine. 
Two bottles of fmooth palm, or Anjou white. 
Shall give a welcome, and prepare delight. 
Then for the Bourdeaux you may freely aflc, 
But tlie Champaigne is to each man his fiaflc. 
I tell you with what force I keep the field. 
And if yoa can exceed it, fpeak, I'li yield. 
The fnow white dama(k enfigns are difplay'd. 
And glittering falvers on the fide-board laid.

I HERE fend you^bat I protnifed, a difcourfe 
of Cookery^ after the method which Horact 
has taken in his Art of Poetry, which I have all 
along kept in my view ; for Horace certainly is 
an author to be imitated in the delivery of ^r^- 
€eptSf for any art or fcience : He is indeed fcvere 
upon onr fort of learning in fome of his Satyrs ; 
but even there he in(lru<5ts^ as in the fourth Sa-> 
tyr of the fecond Book ; 

Longa quibtCs fades ovis erit, illn memento ^ 
Ut fucci melioris, & ut magis alba rotundis^ 
Ponere ; namque Marem cohibent callofa vu 

tellum. 
4t Choofe eggs oblong, remember they'll be 

found 
^' Of fweeter tafte, and whiter than the 

round; 
^' The firmnefs of that fhell includes the 
male." 
I am much of his opinion, and -could only wi(h 
that the world was thoroughly informed of two 
other truths concerning eggs .' One is, how in* 
comparably better roajied eggs are than boiled ; 
the other, never to eat any butter with ~eggs la 
the Jhell .* You cannot imagine how much more 
you will have of their flavour, and bow much 
eaiier they will fit upon your (Ibmacl^. The 
worthy perfou who recommended it to me ma({e 
many profelytes; and I have the vanity to think 
that 1 have not been altogether unfuccefsful. 

I have in this poem ufed a plain, eafy, fantiliw 
ar ftile, as moft fit for precept^ neither have I 
been too exadl an imitator of Horace, as he him- 
(elf diredls* 1 have m>t confulted any of V\^ 
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tranflatorsi neither Mr Oldham, whole copiooC 
nefs runs into paraphrafe ; nor Ben Johnfon, who 
is admirable for bis clofe following of4tbcs4>iigip 
nal; nor yet the lord Rofconimoii, lb excellepc 
for the beauty of his language, and his peDCtrt- 
tton into the very defign and (bul of that author* 
1 confidered^ that I went upon a new ondercak* 
ing; and though I do not value mylelf opon it as 
much as Lucretius did, yet I dare (ajrit is niore 
innocent and inoffenfive. 

Sometimes, when Horace's rales come too thick 
and fententious, I have fo far taken liberty as to 
pals over (bme of them ; for I confider the na* 
ture and temper of cooks, who are notof themoft 
patient difpofition, as their nnder-iervants too 
often experience. I wifli I might prevail with 
them to moderate their paflions, which will be 
the greater conqueft, feeing a continual heat is 
added to their native fire. 

Amidft the variety of direiflions which Horace* 
gives us in his Art of Poetry, that is one of the 
molt accurate pieces that he or any other author 
has wrote, there is a fecret conne(^ion in reality^ 
though he does not exprefs it too plainly, and 
therefore this imitation of it has many breaks in 
it. If fuch as (hall condefcend to read this 
Poem, would at the (ame time confult Horace's 
original Latin, orfome of the fore-mentioned tranf^ 
lators, they would find at leaft this oenefit, 
that they would recolle(5l thofe excellent inflrac* 
tions which he delivers to us in fuch elegant 
language. 

I could wi(h the mafler and wardens. of the 
eooks company would order this Poem to be read 
With due confideration; for it is not lightly to be 
run over,'*teeing it contains many ufeful inftmc* 
dons for liuman life. It is true, that (bme of 

thefc 
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ihcfe rules may ftem more principally to rcfpcft 
ihc Jleward, clerk of the kitchetiy caterer^ or per- 
haps the butler. IQipt the cook being the princi* 
pal perfbn, without whom all the reft will be lit- 
tle regarded, they are direcfted to him, and the 
work being defigned for the univerfal good, it 
will accomplifh Ibme part of its intent, if thofe 
fort of people will improve by it. 

It may happen in this, as in all works of art, 
that there may be Ibme terras not obvious to 
common readers, but they are not many. The 
reader may not have a juil idea of a fwoPd mut' 
ton, which is a Iheep roafted in its wool, to fave 
the labour of fleaing. Bacon and filbert-itniJ are 
(bmething unufual, bat fince /prout tarts and pu 
'Jlachio tarts are much the fame thing, and to be 
ken in Dr Salmon's Family Di<flionary ; thofe 
perfons who have a defire for them, may eafily 
find the way to make them. As for grouty it is 
an old Danifh difli, and it is claimed as an ho- 
nour to the antient family of-. y to carry a 
difh of it up at the coronation. A dvjarfpye 
was prepared for king James the firft, when Jef* 
frey his dwarf ro(e out of one armed with a 
fword and buckler, and is fo recorded in hiftory, 
that there are few but know it. Though maru 
nated fijhf hippocras and ambigues-zie known to 
all that deal in cookery, yet terrenes are not fo 
ufual, being a filver veflel filled with the moft 
coftly dainties after the manner of an oglio. A 
furprize is likewife a di(h not fo very common, 
which promtHng little from its firft appearance, 
when open, abounds with all (brts of variety ; 
which I cannot better referable than to the fifth 
a<^ of one of our modern comedies. Left Mon* 
teth, Vinegar, Thalieflen, and BoiTu, ihould.be 
taken for diihesof rarities, it may be known, that 

N 2 M5i\iX^^\ 
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Monteth was a geDtleman with a icalloped c^at^ 
that Vinegar keeps the ring at Liiicpln's Inn- 
fields, Thalieffen vfas one of the moft antient 
hards amongft the Britons, anci Boflo one of the 
tnoft certain inftru<5tors of criticifm that this lat-» 
•ter age has prod need. 

I hope it will not be taken ill by the wits, that 
I call my cooks by the title of ingenious / for I 
cannot imiagine why cooks may not be as well read 
as any other perlbns : 1 am fure their apprmtices^ 
of late years, have had very great opporiUDities 
of improvement ; and men of the firft pretences 
to literature have been very liberal| and ient in 
their contributions very largely : They have been 
very ferviceable both to fpit and &venf and for 
thefe twelve months paft, whilft Dr Wotton, 
'M^ith his modem kaming^ was defending ^'^•^rfrj? 
from fcorching, his dear friend Dr Bentelyi wftli 
his Phalaris, has been fingeing of eapons. Not 
that this was occafioned by any fuperfluity or te- 
dioufuefs of their writings, or mutual commenda- 
tions ; bnt it was found out by fbme worthy pa- 
triots, to make the labours of the two doffors, as 
far as poffible, to become ufef ul to the pnblic. 

Indeed cookery has an influence upon mens ac* 
tions even in the highefl ftations of hnman life. 
The great philofopher Pythagoras, in his Grf- 
den Vcrfes, (hew3 himfelf to be extremely nice 
in eating, when he makes it one of his chief prin- 
ciples of morality to abflain from beimSu The 
nobleft foundations of honour, judice and integri- 
ty were found to lye hid in turnips^ as appears in 
that great dilator Ciricinnatus, who went from 
the plough to the command of the Roman krmy; 
and having brought home victory, retired to his 
cottage: For when the^ Samnite ambafladors 
came thither to him^ with a large bkibe, and 

found 
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found him dreffing turnips for his repaft, they 
immediately returned with this fentence^ *^ That 
^ it was impofCble to prevail upon him that 
' could be contented with fnch a /upper J^ In 
fhort, there are no honorary appellations but 
what may be made ufe of to cooks ; for I find 
throughout the whole race of Charlemain^ that 
the grdat cook of the palace was one of the 
prime minifters of ftate, and condudlor of armies: 
So true is that maidm of Paulus iEmilius, after 
his glorious expeditiop into Gre^ece^ when he 
was to entertain the Roman people: " That 
^ there was equal £kill required to bring an army 
' Into the field, and to fet forth a magnificent 
* entertainment; fince the one was as far as pof^ 
' fibly to ^ annoy your enemy, and the other to 
' pleafure your friend.'' In fhort, as for all per- 
Ibns that have not a due regard for the learned, 
induftrious, moral, upright, and warlike profeffion 
of cookery f may they live as the antient inhabi- 
tants of Puerte Ventura, one of the Canary It 
lands, where they being fb barbarous as to make 
the moft contefhptible perfon to be their butcher, 
they had likewife ihciv meat ferved up raw, be- 
caufe they had no fire to drefs it; and I take 
this to Jbe a condition bad enough of all confci- 
ence. 

As this fmall efiay finds acceptance, I fliall be 
encouraged to purfne a great defign I have in 
hand of publifhing a Bibliotheca Culinaria, or the 
Cook's Complete Library, which fhall begin 
with a Tranflatiou, or at Icaft an Epitome of A- 
thenaeus, who treats of all things belonging to a 
Grecian feafl: He fhall be publifhcd with all his 
comments^ ufeful gloJjTes, and indexes of a vaft 
copioufnefs, with cuts of the bafling-ladles , drip- 
ping'pans, tind drudging^boxes^ &c. lately dug'up 

^ 3 
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m Rome oat of an old fubterraman fcullery* t 
defign to have all authors in all languages upiui 
that fubjed^; therefore pray confnlt iivhat i}rien^ 
tal mannjcrij^j yon have? I remember £rpenius» 
in his notes upon Lodcman's Fables (whom I take 
to be the fame perfbn with iEibp), gives as an 
admirable receipt for making the /inveMnilk* 
that is, the bonny clabber of the Arabians. I 
fhould he glad to know how JMahomet u(ed to 
have his (houlicr d/ mutton drefled; I' have 
heard he was a great lover of that jcunt; and 
that a matd of an inn poifoned him witli one^ 
faying, ^' If he is a prophet he will diicover it, 
' if he is an iropoftor, no matter what becomes 
' of him/' I (hall have occalioB for the ai&* 
ftance of all xsiy friends in this great work. I, 
fome <po(ls ago, deflred a friend to -enqnire what 
manufcripts Sol. Harding, a famous cook, -may 
have left behind him at Oxford. He iays^ he- 
Hnds among his executors feveral admirable bilh 
of f<ire for Ariftotle fuppers, and entertainments 
of country Grangers, with certain prizes accord- 
ing to their feveral feafbns ; he fays. Tome pages 
have large black crofTes drawn over them, but 
for tlve greater part the books are fair and legible. 
Sir, I would beg you to fearch Cooks*hal]y. 
what manufcripts they may have in their ar* 
chives: See what in Guild-hall: What account 
ofcwyS^r^in the Sword-bearers Office: How ma- 
ny tun he, a common crier^ or a common hunt 
may eat in their life-time. Bui I tranfgreis the 
•bonnds of a letter, and have ftrayed from my 
fubjeif^, which fliould have been to beg you to 
read the following lines, when you are inclined 
to be moft favourable to your friend; foreUe they 
will never be able to endure your juft cendire: I 
*tiy upon your good nature, and .1 am 

Your moft obliged^ ^r*

Dp.ar*Sir, 

I HAVE refle<ftecl upon the difcourfe I had 
with you the other day, and upon ferious con- 
fideration find, that the true underftanding of 
of the whole jirt of Cookery , will be ufeful to all 
perfons that pretend to the Mies lettres, and 
efpecially to poets. 

I do not find it proceeds from any enmity of 
the cooks, but it is rather the fault of their maj^ 
ters, that poets are not fo well acquainted with 
good eating, as otherwife they might be> if of- 
tener invited ; However, even in Mr d'Urfey's 
prefence, this I would be bound to fay, that a 
good dinner is brother to a good poem ; only it is 
ibmething more fubftantial; and between two 
and three o'clock more agreeable. 

I have known a fupper make the mofl divert- 
ing part of a comedy : Mr Betterton, in the Li* 
bertine, has fat very gravely with the leg of a 
chicken ; but I have feen Jacomo very merry, 
and eat very heartily of peafe, and buttered eggs' 
under the table« The Hoft in the Villain, who 
carries tables, ftools, furniture and provifionsaU 
about him, gives great content to the fpec^ators, 
when from the crown of his hat he produces hia 
cold capon; lb Amarillis (or rather Parthenope, 
as I take it) in the Rebearfal, with her wine in 
her fpear, and her pye in her helmet; and the 
cook that flobbers his beard with fack-poflet^ in 
the Matfs the Mafler, have, in my opinion, 
made the mod diverting part of the ad^ioou 
Thefe embellifhrnents we have received from 
our imitation of the antien^t poets: Horace, in 
his fatyrs, makes Mecasnas very merry with the 
jrecoUedtion of the unufual entertainment and 
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difhes given him by Nafidtenui; and with hiM 
raillery upon garlic in his third Epode. The 
fupper of Petroniusy with* all its .machines and 
contrivances/, gives ns themoft lively delariptioia 
of Nero's luxury. Juvenal fpends a whole (ktyr 
aboux the price and drefling of a iingle fifti, with 
the judgment of the Roman fenare concerning it« 
^husy whether (erious or jocofe, good eating is 
made the fubjecH: and ingredient of poetical en- 
tertainments. 

I think all poets agree that epifodes are to be 
interwove in their poems with the greateft nice- 
ty of art; and fo it is the fame thing at a good 
table: and yet 1 have feen a very good epifodc 
(give nie leave to call it (b) made^ by fending out 
the leg of a goofe, or the gizzard of a turkey to 
be broiled: Though I know that critics^ with a 
good (lomachy have been offended that the ani* 
ty of adlion (hould be fo far broken. And yet, 
as in our plays, fo at our common tables^ many 
epifodes are allowed , as flicing of cncnmbera, 
drefling of fallads^ feafoning the iniide of a fir- 
loin of beefy breaking lobfters claws^ ftewitag 
wild ducks^ toafting of cheefe, legs of larks, and 
feveral others4 

A poety who by proper expreiGons^ and plea& 
ing images^ is to lead us into the knowledge of 
of neceflary truth, may delude his audience ex- 
tremely, and indeed harbaroufly, unlefs he has 
feme knowledge of this Art of Cookery^ and the 
progrefs of it. Would it not found ridiculous to 
hear Alexander the Great command his can* 
Hon to be mounted^ and to throw red-hot bullets 
out of his mortar-pieces P Or to have Statira talk 
of tapeftry hangings^ which all the learned know, 
were many, years after her death, firfl hung up 
in the hall of King Attains? Should Sir John 

Falffaff 
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Falftaff complain of having dirtied his fllk flock' 
ingSfOT Anne of "Roleyn call for Her. coach, would 
an audience endure it? Whep a)l the world 
knows that Queen Elizabeth was the firft that 
bad her coach, or worfe /ilk ftockings : Neither 
can a foet put hops in an Englilhman's drink be- 
fore herefy came iii : Nor can he ferve hiin with a 
difh of carps before that time : He might as well 
give King James the firft a difh of afparagui upon 
his iirft coming to London, which were not 
brought into England till many years after ; or 
snake Owen Tudor prefcnt Queen Catherine 
with a fugar-ioaf, whereas he might as eafily 
have given her a diamond as large ; feeing the * 
teeing of cakes at Woodftrcet-comer, and the 
refining of fugar, was btit an invention of two 
hundred years ftanding, and before that time our 
anceftorsiVyeetened and garnifhed all with honey, 
of which there are fome remains: la Windfor 
Bowls, Baron Bracks, and large Simnels fent for 
prefents from Litchfield. 

But now, on the contrary, it wonld fljew his 
readirig, if the foet put a hen- turkey upon the 
table in a Tragedy % and therefore I would adviie 
it in Hamlet^ inftead of their painted trifles; and 
I believe it would give more fatisfa^Aion to the 
ji&ors. For Dioddrus Siculns reports, how the 
fifters of Meleager, or Diomedes, mourning for 
their- brother, were turned into hen turkeys ; from 
whence proceeds their ftatelinefs of gate, referv- 
ednefs in converfation, and melancholy in the 
tone of their voice, and all their ad ions. But this 
would be the moft improper meat in the world 
for a comedy ; for melancholy and diftrefs re- 
quire a dijfferent fort of diet, as well as language; 
and I have heard of a fair lady, that was pleaifed 
to fay, that if fhe was upon a ftrange road, and 
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driven 16 great neceflity, (be believed (he. mighti 
for once, be able to fup upon a /ack pojffef and ji 
^ai capon. 

I am fure poets^ as well as cookSf are -for hav» 
ing all words nicely choleni and properly adapt* 
cd-; and therefore t believe they would fliew th^ 
lame regret that I do^ to hear perlbns of ibme 
rank ana quality, fay, '^ Pray cut ap that goofe: 
' Help me to fome of that chicken , hco,' or cai» 
^ pon, or half that plover ;'' not confidering hovr' 
indifcreetly they talk before men of art, who(e 
proper terms are, ** Break that gdoie, froft that 
^ chicken : fpoil that hen : (auce that capotb : 
^ mince that plover: If they are (b much out ia 
common things, how much more will they be 
with bitterns f herons^ cranes^ and peacock^ / Bat 
it is vain for us to complain of the faults and eft* 
rors of the world, unlefs we lend our helping' 
hand to retrieve them. 

To conclude, our greateft author of dramatic 
poetry, Mr Dryden, has made ufe of the my& 
teries of this art in the prologues to two of his 
plays, one a tragedy, th^, other a comedy, in 
which he has flievved his greateft art, and proved 
nioft fuccefsful. I had not fcen the play for 
fome years, before I hit upon almoft the lame 
words that he has in the following prologue to 
^11 for Love. 

Fops may have leave to level all they can^ 

As pigmies wouM be glad to top a man* 

Half-wits are fleas, fo little and fo light. 

We fcarce conM know they live, but that they 

bite^* 

But^ 
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But, as the rich, when tir*d with daily feafts. 
For change become their next poor tenant^sgaefts: ^ 
'* Drink hearty draughts of ale from plain brown 

bowl^

And therefore 
I hope the worthy gentleman, who faid. that the 
jourtiey to London ought to be burnt by the 
common-hangman, as a book that, if received, 
would difcourage ingenuity, would be .plealed 
not to make his bon-fire at the upper end of 
Ludgate-ftreet, for fear of endangering' the 
bookfeUers (hops and the cathedral. .

Dear Sir,. 

I MUST communicate my happine(s to yoa, 
becaufe ^ou are (b much vny friend as to re- 
joice at it. I, feme days ago, met wiih an old 
acquainiance,* a' curious perfon, of whom I en- 
quired if he bad fe^n the book concerning fbups« 
and fauces; he told me he had, but that he had 
b4it a very flight view of it, the perfon who was 
mader of^t not being willing to part with fo va- 
luable a rarity out of his clofet. I,def]red him 
to give riie what account he coUld of it. He 
fays, That it is a very handfome oSavo ; for c- 
-ver fince the days of Ogilby, good paper, and 
g-ood print, and iine cuis^ make a book become 
ingenious, and brighten up an author ftrangeFy, 
That there is a copious index, and at the -end a 
catalogue of all the Doctor's works concerning 
cockles, £ngli(h beetles, fnails, fpiders thai gel* 
U4> into the -air and throw us down cobwebs, a 
monder vomited up by. a baker, and fuch like; 
which, if carefully perufed, would wonderfully 
improve us. There. is, it feems, no manufcript 
of it in imgland, nor any other country that can 
be heard of; fo that this impreilion is from one 
of Uumelbergius, who, as my friend fayS) he 
does not believe contrived it hrmfelf, becaufe tl}.e. 
things are (6 veiy much out of the way, that 
it is not probable any learned man would (ec> 
himfelf (erioufly to work to invMit them. He 
tells me of this ingenious remark made hy the 
Jbditor, " That whatever manufcripts .there 
^ might have beeii, they muft have been ex- 
* iremely vicious and corrupt, as being writ out 
^ by the cooks themfelves, or fome o€ x.\\^vt 
' friends or iervaixu. who are viov A^^^^ ^^\ 
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* mod accurate." And then,- »s my friend oW 
fervedy if the cook hiid ufed it much, it might be 
fullied ; the cook perhaps not always ticking hi« 
fingers when he had occafion for it. I fhould 
think ir no improvident matter for the ftate to 
order a fele<5l fcrivener to tranfcribe receipts, left 
ignorant women, and houfe keepers Ihould im- 
pofe upon future ages by ill fpelt and uncorre<% 
receipts for potting of iobders, or pickling of tur« 
keys. Cselids Apicius, it feems,- pafles for tht 
author of this treatife, whofe fcience, Icanaing, 
and difcipline were extremely contemned, and 
almoft abhorred by Seneca and the-ftoics, as in- 
troducing luxury, and infe^iifg the mannerj of 
the Romans; and fo lay negledled till the infe^ 
rtor ages, but tlven Were introduced as being a 
help to phyfic, to ivhicb a ll?arned author, callifd 
Donatus, fays, that the kitchen is a h«ndiAaid« 
I remember in our days, though vre caAAoc in 
every r^fpeft come up to the ahtients, tliat 
a very good author, an old gentl^rnddj iis intro- 
duced as making ufe of three do6lnri> Ot* Diet, 
Dr Quiet, and JDr Merriman, They are report- 
ed to be excellent phyHcUnSj arid if kept at a 
conftant penfion, their fees will not be very cdff- 
ly. 

It feems, as my friend has leaTUt, there were 
two perlxins that bore the name of Apicius, one 
tinder the republic, the other in the time of Ti-' 
berius, who is recorded by Pliny, to have bad 
a great deal cf wit and judgment in all affairt 
that related to eating, and confeqnently has bit 
name affixed to many forts of amulets and pafi^ 
eakes. Nor were emperors lefs contributors to 
fo great an undertaking, ars VitelHus, Comtttodils, 
I>idius Julianus, and Varius HeliogabaluS, ivhofe 
JnfperiaJi nstaics are prefixed to wiaBX^vA^tettV^W* 
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The laft of wbicb emperors had the peculiar 
glory of firft -making fa^fages of (hritnps, crabs, 
oydersy fprawns, and lobfters. And thefe fau« 
fages being ni^niioned by the author which the 
editor publifhes, frnm that and rnany other argu- 
ments the learned dodior irrefragably maintains^ 
that the book, as now printed, could not be tran- 
fcribed till after the time of Heliqg^balps, who 
gloried in the titles pfApicius and Viteliiua, mor« 
than Antoninus, who had gained his reputation 
by a temperate, auftere, and folid virtue. And, 
it feems, under hi$ adminidration a p^rfon ths^t 
found out a new foup might have as great a re- 
ward as Drake or Dampier might ^xpei5l for 
finding a new continent. My friep.d fays, the 
editor tells us of unheard of dam ties; how ^fo- 
pus had a fupper of the tongues of birds that could 
ipeak; and that his daughter regaled on pearls, 
though he does not tell, us how (he drcft ihem ; 
how Hortenfius left ten. thoufand pipes of wine 
in his cellar for his heirs drinkitlg ; hpw Vedias 
Pollio fed his fi(h-ppnds with man's fleOi, and 
how Caefar bought fix thoufand weight of lam- 
preys for his triumphal fupper. He fays, the edi- 
tor proves equally to a demondration, by the 
proportions and quantities fet down, and the 
naufeoufnefs of the ingredients, that the dinners 
of the emperors were ordered by their phyHcU 
ans, and that the recipe was taken by the coo];, 
as the collegiate dodtqrs would do their bills to 
a modern apothecary; and that thia cultom Wt-is 
taken from the Egyptians, and that this method 
continued till the Goths and Vaodals over-ran 
the Weftern empire; and that they, by ufe, ex-f 
crcife, and neceffity of aWlinence, introduced the 
eating of cheefe and venifon wiiVkc\>\x tVvQ,K<t •a.^^v- 
tionai Alices, which the p\\^{ic\3Lui o? ^\^ ^v^^vv^V 
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out to reftore the depraved appetites of fuch 
great men as bad loft their ftomachs by au ec- 
cefs of luxury. Out of the ruins of Krafiftratus' 
'book of endive, Glaucus Lorenfis of cow.heel, 
Mitbaecus of hot-pots^ Dionyfius of fugar-fbps^ 
Agis of pickled broom -buds^ Epinetas of lack- 
poflet, Euthedemus of apple-dumplings, Hege* 
fjppus of black-puddingy Crito of (buled macka- 
rel, Stephanus of limon -cream, Arcbytes of hogs 
barflet, Aceftius of quince 'marmalade, Hicefius 
of potted pidgeons, Diodes of fweet-breads, and 
Philiflion of oat cakes, and feveral oiher fuch 
authors, the great Humelbergius compofed his 
annotations upon Apiciusy whofe receipts, when 
part of Tully, Livy, and I'acitus have been ne- 
gie<5ted and loft, were prcferved in the utmoft 
parts of Tranfilvania, for the peculiar palate of 
the ingenious editor. Latinus Latinius finds 
fault with feveral difhes of Apicius, and is pleaf- 
ed to fay they are naufcous; bat our editor de- 
fends that great perlbn by fliewing the difference 
of our cuftoms; Low Plutarch fays the ancients 
ufed no pepper, whereas all, or at leaft five or fix 
hundred of Apicius*s delicates were (eafbned 
with it. For we may as well admire that fbme 
Weft Indians fhould abftain from (alt, as that we 
(hould be able to bear the bitternefs ^f hops in 
our common drink; and therefore we fhould not 
be averfe to rue, cummin, parfley feed, marfh- 
mallows, or nettles with our common meat, or 
to have pepper, honey, fait, vinegar, raifius, 
muftard, and oil, rue, maftic, and cardamums 
flrown promilcuoufly over our dinner when it 
comes to table. My friend tells nie of fbme 
fliort obfervations he made out of the annota- 
tions, which he owes to his memor\ : and there- 
fore beg^pardon^if iolome things he may tiii(!ake, 

becaufe 
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becaufe it is not wilfully, as that Papirius Petas 
was the great patron of cudard : That the Te- 
trapharmacon, a difh much admired by the Em- 
perors Adrian and Alexander Scverus, was made 
©r pheafant, peacock, a wild fow*s hock and 
udder, with a bread pudding over it, and that 
the name and reaibn of fo odd a difh are Co be 
fought for amongft the phyficians. 

The work is divided into ten books, of which 
the fird treats of foups and pickles, and amongfV 
othef things jfhews that fauce-pans were tinned 
before the time of Pliny : That Gordian ufed a 
glafs of bitter in a morning: That the ancients 
fcalded their wine; and that burnt claret, as 
now prax^lifed with fpice and fugar, is pernici- 
ous. That the adulteration of wine* was as anti- 
en t as Cato. That Brawn was a Roman di^i, 
which Apicius commends as 'wonderful ; it« 
fauce th^n waij muflard and honey, before the 
frequent ufe of fugar. Nor were Ibnfed hogs 
feet, cheeks and ear$ unknown to thofe ages. 
^Tis very probable they were not £0 fuperftitious 
as to have fo great a delicate only at Cliridmas. 
It were worth a diflertation between two learu-. 
ed perfons, io it were managed vviih temper and . 
candour, to know whether the Britons taugh^it 
to the Romans^ or whethen C«efar introduced it 
into Britain, and it is (Irange he fhould take no 
notice of it ; wjiereas he has recorded that they- 
did not eat hare's fie/h; that the antients ufed to 
marinate their fifh, by frying them in oil, and 
the moment they were taken out pouring boiling 
vinegat upon them. The learned annotator ob- 
ferves, that the heft way of keeping the liquor in . 
oyfters it by lading the deep (hell downwards, 
and that by this means Apicius conveyed oyfters 
to Tiberias when in Parthia. A noble invention 

P ^NXV^^ 
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fifice made ufe of at Colchefter with mod admi- 
rable fuccels. What edates might Brawn or 
Locket hav^ got in thofe days^ when Apicius 
only for boiling of fprouts after a new fafluon, 
iletervedly came into the good graces of Drufus, 
who then commanded the Roman armies. 

The firft book having treated of (ances or 
Handing pickles for relifh^ which are u(ed in mod 
of the fncceeding receipts, the fecond has a 
glDrioas fubje<^ of (aufages^ both with £kins and 
without, which contains matters no leis remark* 
able than the former. The antients that were 
delicate in their eating prepared their own mnih* 
rooms, with an amber or at lead a filver knife ; 
where the annotator fhews elegantly againft 
Hardonius, that the whole knife, and not only 
the handle, was of amber or filver, led the rudi« 
tiiefs of an ordinary knife might prove infections. 
This is a nicety which I hope we may in time 
arrive to ; for the Britons, though not very for- 
ward in inventions, yet are outdone by no nation 
ill imitation or improvements. 

The third book is of fuch edibles as are pro* 
daced in gardens. The Romans n(ed nitre to 
make their herbs look green ; the annotator 
(hews our (alt«petre at prefent to differ from the 
antient nitre, Apicius had a way of mincing 
them fird with oil and (alt, and (b boiling 
them, which Pliny commends: But the prefent 
receipt is to let the water boil well, throw in 
(alt, and a bit of butter, and (b not only fprouts 
but fpinage will be green. There is a mod ex- 
traordinary obfervation of the editor, to which 
I cannot but agree, that it is a vulgar error 
that walnut-trees, like RufCan wives, thrive the 
better for being beaten, and that long poles and 
Ames are u(ed by boys and others to get rhe fruit 

down. 
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down^ the walnut- tree being (b very 1:jig'h tl>ey 
could not othervirifc reach it, rather out of IcitkI* 
nefi to themfelves, than any regard to the tree 
that bears it. As for afparngus. there is an excel- 
lent remark, that accuiding to Pliny they \vert> 
the great care of the antient gardners, and that 
at Ravenna three weighed a pound ; buc ihat 
in -England it was thought a rarity when loo ct' 
them weighed thirty : That cucunibci^ are »f)c 
to rife in the flomach, unlefs pared or boUed 
with oil, vinegar and honey 2 That the tgyp- 
tians would drink hard withoat any difturbance, 
becaufe it was a rule for them to have alwayj 
boiled cabbage for their firft diffa at Topper: 
That the bed way to roil outons is in colewort 
leaves, for fear of burning them : That beets are 
good for fmiths, becaufc they working at the fire 
are generally coflive: That Petronias has re<^ 
corded a little old wt»maB who (old the agrefie 
filus of the anttenta, wfakh honour I take to be 
as much duo. thofe who in oar days cry nettle- 
tops, eUcr-buds, aad clever, in fpring time very 
wholefome. 

The fourth book contains the univerfal Art of 
Cookery, As Math ae us Sylvaticus conipofed the 
pande<^s of phytic, and Judinian thole of law, fe 
Apicius has done the pandedls of his Art in thit 
book, which bears that infcription. The firfl 
chapter contains the admirable receipt of z Jitl a- 
cacahy of Apicius^ Bruife in a mortar parfley- 
feed, dried peneroyal, dried mint, giagerj green 
coriander, raifins Roned, honey, vinegar, oil and 
wine, put tbem into a cacabulum^ three crafts -of 
Pycentine bread, the flefh of a pallet, goat's ftones, 
vefttne cheefe, pine kernels, cucumbers, dried 
onions minced fmall ; pour a fbup over it, gamifh 
it with £3ow, and fend it up vnthiK cac^uW«(\« 
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This cacabulum being an unuAial ▼eflel, iny 
friend went to his dictionary , where finding an 
odd interpretation of it, he was eafily perfaaded, 
from the whimficalnefs of the compofition, and 
the faatadicalnefs of inow for its garniture, that 
the propereit vefTel for a phyfician to prefcribe to 
fend to table upon that occadon might be a bed 
pan. There are fome admirable remarks in the 
annotations to the fecond chapter concerning the 
dialogue of Afellius Sabinus, who introduces a 
con)bat between mufhrooms, chats or beccoficos^ 
oyiler<}y and red-wings^ a work that ought to be 
publiriied : For the fame annotator obferves, 
that this ifland is not deftitute of red-wings, 
though coming to us only in the hardeft wea« 
theV, and therefore feldom brought fat to our. ta- 
bles : That the chats come to us in April and 
breeds and about Autumn return to Africa: That 
experience fhews us- they may be kept in cages 
fed with beef or wether mutton, figs, grapes 
and minced filberds, being dainties not unwor- 
thy the care of fuch as would preferve our Bri* 
tifh hofpitality. There is a curious obfervation 
concerning the diverfity of Roman and Britifh 
difhes^ the firll delighting in hodge-podge, galli* 
maufreys^ forced ments, jiiifelsy and falmagun* 
dies ; the latter in fpear-ribs; furloins, chines, and 
barons; and thence uur terms of art, both as to 
dreiling and carving, I ecorae very different ; for 
they lying upon a (ort of couch, could not hare 
carved thofe diilies which our anceftors, when 
they fat upon forms ufed to do. But iince the 
u(e of cushions and elbow chairs, and the editions 
of good books and authors, it may be hoped in 
time we may come up to them. For indeed hi- 
therto we have been ((>mething to blame, and I 
believe few of us have feen adilh of capon-ltonos at 

table 
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table {lamb-fiones it is acknowledged by the learn- 
ed anaotator that we have) : for the art of ma- 
king capons has long been buried in oblivion. 
Varro, the great Roman antiquary, tells us how 
to do it by burning of their fpurs, which occa- 
fioning their fterility^ mak^s them capons in 
efledt, though tbofe parts thereby became more 
large and tender. 

The fifth book is of pea(e porridge, under 
which are included fruraentary, water-gruel, milk 
porridge, rice milk, ikunery, flir-about, aaid the 
like. The Latin, or rather Greek name is auf- 
p^ios^ but my friend was pleafed to intitle it 
Pantagruel, a name ufed by Riiblais, an eminent 
phyfician. There are fome very remarkable 
things in it; as the emperor Jnltanus had feldom 
any thing but fpoon-meat at fupper/ 'i hat the 
herb fenigreek, with pickles, oil and wine, %va8 a 
Roman dainty; ufK>n which the »nnotator ob* 
ferves, that it is not ufird iti our kitchens, for a 
certain ungrateful bitteniefs that it has, and that 
it is plainly a phyfical dyet that will give a llool, 
and that, mixed with oats, it as the beA purge for 
horfes. An .excellent invention for frugality, 
that nothing might be loft; for what the Lord 
did not eat he might fend to his flable. 

The fixth book treats of wild-fowl, hew te 
drefs oA riches, the biggeft, grofieft and moft 
di^ult of digedion of any bird, phenicoptrices, 
parrots, &Cp 

The feventh bo<& treats of things fumptuAUS 
and cojlly^ and therefore is chiefly concerning j^/r- 
meat^ in which the Romans came to that excefs, 
that the laws forbad the ufage of hogs harflec, 
fweetbreads, cheeks, &c. at their public fuppers. 
And Cato, when Cen(br, (ought to retrain the 
extravagant ule of Brawn by feverai of bis orati- 

P 3 ons; 
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ons ; fo much regard vvas had thea to the Art 
of Cookery^ that we fee it took place in the 
thoughts of the wifcft meu, and bore a pare ia 
their mod iiTvporcant councils. But d\^s I the 
tlegeneracy of our prefent age is fuch^ that I be- 
lieve few.befides the annotator know the excel- 
lency of a virgin fpw, efpecially of the black kind 
brought from China; and how to. make the mofl 
of her liver, li:;ht8, brains, and pettitoes; and to 
vary her into thofe fifty difhes which Pliny fay» 
were ufua'lly made of that delicious creature. 
BefideSy Galen tells us more of its excellencies, 
that fellow that eats bacon for two or thre0 days 
before he is to box or wrejile^ flmll be much 
ftronger than if he Jliould eat the bell roaji beef 
or bag-pudding in the parijij. 

The eight book treats of fuch dainties as /o{/r- 
fooled beads afford us ; as, i/?, The wild bo^r, 
which they ufed to boil with all its bridles on. 
2dly, The deer, drefled with broth made with 
pepper, wine, honey, oil, and Jlewed damfofts, &c. 
^diy^ The wild fijeep, of which there are ifinume' 
rable in the mountains of Vorkfliire and Wed- 
morland that will let no body handle them ; but 
if they are cnught they are to be fent up with 
an elegant fauce prefcribed ajter a phyfical man^ 
ner, in form of an ele^uary, made of pepper ^ 
rue ^ par jley 'feed, juniper , thyme dried, mini, pene» 
royals honey, &c* with which any apothecary in 
that country can furnilh you, ^thly. Beef with 
onion fauce, and commended by Celfus, but not 
much approved by Hippocrates, becaiife the 
Greeks fcarce knexv how to make oxeji, and pow^ 
dering tubs were in vcFy few families ; for phyfi- 
cians have been very peculiar in their diet in all 
ages; otherwife Galen would fcarce have found 
«4tit that young foxe« were in feafon ia autumn. 

Sthly, 
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^thly. The fucking pig» boiled in paper. 6thly, 
the hare^ the chief of tlie KoDian dainties, its 
blood being the fweetett of any animal, its natu- 
ral fear contributing to that excell^cy. Though 
the emperors and nobility had parks to fat them 
in, yet in the time of Didius Julianus, if any one 
had fent hira one, or a pig, he would make it laft 
him three days, whereas Alexander Severus bad 
one every meal, which xnuft have been a great 
expence, and is very remarlwible. But the mod 
exquifite animal was referveJ for the laft chapter/ 
and that was the dofmoufe, aharralefs creature, 
whofe innocence might at leaft have defended it 
both from .cooks, and phyiicians. But Apicius 
found out an odd fort of fate for thofe poor crea- 
tures, fome to be boned, and others to be put 
whole, with odd ingredients, into bogs guts, and 
fa boiled for faufages. In antient times people 
made it their bufinefs to fasten them : Ariftotle 
rightly obferves that fleep fattened them, and 
IMartial, from tbence too, poetically tells us that 
fleep was their only nouriChment: but the annota- 
tor has cleared that point^ he, good man, has ^ 
tenderly obferved one of them for many years, 
and finds that it does not fleep 9^1 the winter, as 
falfely reported, but wakes at meals, and after its 
repaft then rolls itfelf up in a ball to fleep. 
This dormoufe, according to the author, did noit 
drink in three years time; but whether other 
dormice do fo I cannot tell, becanfe }3aiBboufel- 
bergius his treatife of fattening dormice is loft. 
Though very coftly, they became a common difli 
at great entertainments. Petronius delivers us 
an odd receipt for dreffing them, and ferving 
them up with poppies and honey ,^ which muft be 
a very foporiferous dainty, and as good as ovvl- 
f ye to fuch as want a nap after dinner. The 

fondnefa 
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fondnefs of the Romans came to be (b exceffive 
towards them, that, as Pliny lays, the Cenforian 
laivs, and Marcus Scaurus in his confuljhipf ^ot 
them prohibited from the public entertainments. 
But ivero. Com mod us^ and Heliogabalus woald 
not deny the liberty, and indeed property of 
their fubjedls, in (b reafonable an enjoyment ; and 
therefore we Bnd them long after bronght to 
table in the times of Ammianns Marcellinua, 
who tells lis likewife. th^t /tales ivere brought to 
table in thofe ages to weigh cut ious fiJhcSf birds 
and dormice, to fee whether they were at the 
flandard of excellency and perfe<5tiDn, and (bme- 
times> I fuppofe, to vie with other pretenders to 
magnificence. The annotator takes hold of this. 
occafion to fljew of hoiv c[reat ufe fcales wtjuld te 
at the tables of our nobility ^ efpecially upon the 
bringing up of a difli of wild fowl: for if twelve 
larks (fays he) JhouLi rjetgh below twelve ounces^ 
they ivoiild be very lean, and fcarce tolerable ; if 
tv:elve, and doivn-vjeigbty they would be very 
well ; but if thirteen^ they would be fat to per^ 
fedion. We fee upon how nice and exacft a ba- 
lance the happinefs of eating depends! 

I could fcarce forbear fmiling, not to fay worfe, 
at fuch exa<finefs and^fuch dainties, and told my 
friend that thofe /?j/cv would be of extraordinary 
nfe at Dunftable, and that, if the annotator had 
not prefcribcd his donnonfe, I fhould upon the 
firft occafion be glad to vifit it, if I knew its vifi- 
ting days and hours, fo as not to diilurb it. 

iVjy friend fiid there remained but two books 
more, one of fca, and the other of tiver fifli, in 
the account of which he would not be long, fee- 
ing his memory began to fail him almoft a^ much 
as my patience.

Jblfpccially when treating of dormice^ 

The ninth book is coneerning (ea-fifhy where, 
amongd other learned annotations, is recorded 
that famous voyage of Apiciiis, who having fpent 
many millions, and being retired into Campania, 
beard that there were lobflers of a vad and an* 
ufual bignefs in Africa, and thereupon impatient* 
]y got on (hipboard the fame day, and having 
fuffered much at fea, came at laft to the coaft. 
Bat the fame of fo great a man's coming had 
landed before him, and all the iifhermen failed 
out to meet him, and prefented him with theJr 
faired lobfters. He afked if they had no larger; 
they anfwered, their fea produced nothing more 
j^ excellent than what they brought. This honeH: 
* freedom of theirs, with his difappointment, fa 
difgufted him, that he took pet, and bad the 
mailer return home again immediately : and (b, 
it (eems, Africa lod the jareed of one monfter 
more than it had. before. There are many re- 
ceipts in the book to drefs cramp-fifli that numb 
the hands of thofe that touch them; the cuMle- 
fiOi, whole blood is like ink; the pourconirel or 
many-feet ; the fea urchhi or hedge-^hog ; with 
feveral others, whofe fauces are agreeable to their 
natures. But, to the comfort of usinoderns, the 
antients often eat their oyfters alive, and fpread 
hard eggs minced over their fprats, as we do now 
over our falt-fi(h. There is one thing very curi- 
ous concerning herrings : It feems the antients 
were very fantadical in making one thing pals for 
another ; fo, at Petronius's fuppcr the cook lent 
up a fat goofe, fifli, and wildfowl of all forts to 
appearance, but ftill all were n\adc c^nsx vvK 'O^^ 
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feveral parts of one fingle tM>rker. Tbe great Kico- 
niedes, ^ing of By thiuia^ had a very delightful de- 
ception of this nature put upon hioa by his cook; 
the king was extremely affecfled with frefh her- 
rings (as indeed who is not); but being far up in 
Afla from the fea coad, his whole wealth' could 
not have purchafed one^ but his cook contrived 
fome fort of meat, which put into a Irame^ (b re- 
fembled a herring that it was extremely falisfac- 
tory both to his prince's eyes and gufto. My 
friend told me that^ to the honour of the city of 
LfOndon, he had feen a thing of this natur? tbere^ 
that is^ a herring, or rather sl falmagundy, with 
the head and tail fo neatly laid that it furpriled 
him. "^Hefays many of the Jjpecies may be found 
at the Sugar Loaf in Bell-yard^ as giving an ex- 
cellent relifh to Burton-ale^ and not coding above 
fix pence; an inconfiderable price for (b imperiai 
a dainty. 

The tenth book^ as my friend tells m.e, is con* 
cerning fijh fauces, which confift of a variety of 
iugrediciUii, amongll which is -generally a kind of 
fnuiienty. Bat it is not to be forgot by any 
ptrlbn uho would boil fiQi exa<ftly, that they 
thi'CNV them alive into the water, which at pre- 
fent is faid lo be a Dutch receipt, but was deriv- 
ed from t'^e Romans. It feems Seneca the phi- 
lofopher (a m.in from whofe morole temper little 
good in the Art of Cookery could be expc<iled), in 
his third book of natural quellions, correcting the 
luxury of the times, fays, the Romans were come 
to that daintinefs, that they would not eat a lifli 
iinlefs upon the fame day it was taken, that it 
might talitf of the fea, as they exprefled it; and 
therefore had them brought by pcrfons who rode 
poit, and made a great outcry, whereupon all 
other j)eople were obliged to give them the road. 

It 
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It was an nfiial exprefSon for a Roman to (ay, in 
other matters I may confide in you, but in a thing 
of this weight it is not confiftent tuith my gravity 
and prudence ; I will trujt nothing but my own 
eyes ; bring the fijh hither, let me fee him breathe 
his laft. And when the poor fi(h was brought 
to table fwiniming and gafping, he would cry out, 
nothing is niore beautiful than a dying mullet ! 
My friend fays, the annotator looks upon the(e 
as jejh made by the ftoicks, and fpoken abfurdly 
and beyond nature; though the annotator at the 
fame time tells us, that it was a la«v at Athens, 
that the fifliermen fhould not wafh their fifll, 
but bring them as they came out of the j(ea. 
Happy were the Athenians in good laws, and the 
Romans in great examples ; but I believe our 
Britons need wi/h their friends no longer life 
than till they fee London ferved with live her- 
ring and fiafping mackarel. It is true we are 
not quite (b barbarous^ but that we throw our crabs 
alive into fcalding water, and tye our lobfters to 
the (pit to hear them (queek when they are 
roaded; oar eels ufe the fame periftaltic motion 
upon the gridiron, when their ^ (kin is off and 
their guts are out,~as they did before; and our 
gudgeons taking opportunity of jumping after 
they are floured, give occadon to the admirable 
remarkof (bme perfon's folly, when, to avoid the 
danger of the fryipg-pan, they leap into the fire. 
My frieiid faid, that the mention of eels put him 
in mind of the concluding remark of the annota- 
tor, that they who amongfl the Sybarites woicld 
fi(h for eels, or fell them, fhould be free from all 
taxes. I was glad to hear of the word conclude^ 
and told him nothing could be more acc^'^vj^:^^ 
tomethan the mention of the S^XiaLTWt^,^^ wi\\cfc\cw 
1 fhortly intended a hiftery, fhcNvvw^ ^^^ "^^^ 
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banifhed cocks for waking tbexn in a morning, 
and fmiths for being ufeful ; how one , cried out 
becaufe one of the rofe leaves he lay oi| was 
rumpled ; how they taught their horfes to 
dance, and lb their enemies coming againft'them 
Wfc(h guitars and harpficords, fet them ^i^ upon 
their round eaus and minuets^ that the form of 
their battle was broken, and three hundred thou- 
fand of them flain, as Goldman, Littleton, and 
feveral other good authors affirm. I told my 
friend I had much ovcrftaid my hour, but if at 
any time he would v find Dick Humelbergius, 
Cafpar Barthius, and another friend, with him- 
felf, I would invite him to dinner, on a few^ but 
choice difhes, to cover the table at once, which, 
except they would think of any thing better, 
fhould be a falacacaby^ a difli of fenigreek, d wild 
fheep's*head and appurtenances, with a fuitable 
eleiftuary, a ragout of capon's flones, and ibme 
dormoufe faufag^es 

If, as friends do with one another at a venifon- 
pafly, you fhould fend for a plate, you know you 
may command it, for what is mine is yours, 
as being /eniirely yours, (£r^.

people by the nofe. You have wit enough ta 
make your advantage of the follies oPothcrs^and 
chymiftry enough to extraft gold out oT eycry 
thing but common fenfe, and that,, both as. nvit 
and chymifti you have nothing to do with ;. neither 
in verity (hould you ; for one in your way can no 
more expedl to thrive by common, (enfe, than a 
Weftminfter juftice by common bonefty, or a. 
Coven t*garden bawd by common modefly. You 
prudently look on mankind to be one half knaves,, 
and t'other fools, and concluded juftly, that, to 
entertain both forts, there niuft be a joint mixture 
of trick and bufFoonry, every one delighting in 
the reprefentation of what is mod-natural to him, 
or in which he labours to excel. Thus an up* 
right citizen is wonderfully diverted to fee the 
devil over-reach Dr Fauftus in a bargain : a re* 
verend limb of the law, at feeing Harlequin 
turned judge, take bribes of both fides, without 
doing juftice to either : whilft thofe fhoals of 
templars, beaux, and lawyer^ s clerks, the toupee 
worthies of Tom's, Dick's, and White's, that 
compofe the other part of your audience, receive 
inexpreflible fatisfatflion and tranfport, at behold- 
ing your worfliip transformed into an a/s or an old 
ivoman, and your tables and chairs into wheel- 
barrows, and coblers ftalls.

the great defign, the ultimate end of all drama* 
tic writings; fa to mould and temper the pa/lions,, 
as to purge and refine them, by the vrry means: 
they are excited: and the atchievement of thijf 
glorious work, is your laudable aim iir all your 
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performances. You profoondly judge, that one 
poifon is beft expelled by another ; that incontin- 
ency is rooft efFe<fluaUy cured by more incontin- 
ency, like heaping on fuel to put out the fire ; 
and that the reprefentation of lewdnels, is the 
moft powerful reftraint from the pra<5iice of it ; 
agreeable to the maxim of thofe wile heathens 
who made their (laves drunk^ to flievr their fons 
the deformity of the vice. 

In fine. Sir, it may be very emphatically 
affirmed of you, that you knoiv the ivorld. You:, 
have a commenfurafe idea of the length, depth, 
and breadth of all the choice fpiritr And fine genu 
us^s of the age* You are convinced by happy 
experience, that the pleafuref and diverfions 
which the prefent race of mortals are moft fond* 
of, are fuch as do the moft effedtnally impole 
both on their fenfes and underftandings ; and 
that the utmoft fatisfacftion they receive, is from 
being vifibly played the fool with.

quack, you continue to apply anodynes to thofe, 
and volatil^s to ihefe. 

You are a thorough mafter,Sir,of the great and 
lucrative Art of Delufion,and every thing is taken 
for gold that but goes through your hands* You 
can make profanenefs pafs for wit, and lewdnefs 
for polite converfation; fcolding for raillery, and 
hectoring for courage, a fool's coat for pure hu- 
mour, and a tweak by the nole, or a box on the 
ear. for keen repartee. The prefent fet of cri- 
tics who prefide in the theatres, and call them- 
ftlves the town, are gentlemen, you well know, of 
iuch curious couftitutions^ as can by no means 

undergo 
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undergo the drudgery of tbinking. To their 
tafte therefore do you prudently proje<ft to reduce 
your produ(ftions. To apply to their judgment you 
cannot, for you are convinced they have none ; and 
to accdft their fenfts in a natural way, would be 
likwife impolitic; for thofe being a fort of inlets^ 
or fink holes to the underftanding (which in 
thefe gentlemen I look on to be a kind of com* 
mon fewer) f it would be only difturbing the pud* 
die, to befpatter yourfelf. Well judged there- 
fore it is of you, Sir, to endeavour to engage 
theim by fuch diverfions, as were never before 
fecn, heard,, or conceived ; and never can be 
judged of or underftood.

TO induce thee topurchafe this little book, it 
behoveth tne to remove two or three fta|n* 
bling blocksi which lie at the very threihold of 
it. Thofe ftumbling blocks are certain unlucky 
obje<5tionSy which the title may poffibly fuggeft 
to the mind. 

The firft objeAion lieth againft the fubj|^j^ 
which, peradventure, may be thought low mil 
trifling. In apology I have to alledge, thati this 
very thing manifefteth the (ingular fagacity, 
prudence, and benevolence of the Author : His 
fagacity in difcovering the ruling tafte of the age 
for trifles, his prudence in accommodating him- 
felf to that tafte, and therewitharhif benevo- 
lence in confulting my intereft by writing what 
28 likely to fell: for the profit is to be wholly 
mine, the Author being contented with the fole 
reward of fame. I might, indeed, add a third 
reafbn for his choice of fiich a fubjetfl, no lels * 
true perhaps than the foregmng, namely, that 
he was confcious his genius could rife no high- 
er, whereby he difcovereth no fmall degree oF 
felf-knowledge and humility » virtues not ordina- 
rily found ia writers of any age , mv^OcL \R.\a ^^s^ 
ours. ^ , 
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But there is another objection which likewife 
affedleth the matter or fubjedt of this perfor* 
nance ; its being, as {bme may think, too par- 
ticular, and what concerneth Anglers only; 
who, fay they, are few in number. This objec- 
tion, I humbly conceive, proceedeth on a grand 
miftake. For to a man of any compa(s of 
thought and experience in the world, it is well 
known, that Angling is not a mere recreation, 
but ci bufinels, a budnefs which employ etb moft 
orders, profefGons and occupations among men. 
This might be fairly proved by an induction of 
particulars : For inftance, we bookfeUers angle 
for authors, and authors angle for a dinner or 
for fame : Again doth not the lawyer angle for 
clients, the dodlor for a fee, the divine for pre- 
ferment, the ftatefman for fecrets, the coartier 
for a penfion, and the needy for a place? Far- 
ther, what is he who offered a bribe, but a fifher 
fur another man's confcience? And what is he 
who taketh a bribe, but the filly 6(h that is 
caught with the bait? But it would exceed the 
bounds of a preface to enter into a longer detail. 
What is here faid may fufSce to (hew the uni- 
verfality of our Author's fubjeft. 

The lad objeiftion which I have to mention 
and refute, concerneth the manner of handling 
this fubjedl, I mean writing in verfe. 

I was fb thoroughly aware of the great preju- 
dice from this quarter to the fale of the work, 
that I thought proper to have fome talk with 
the Author on the point. And, I mud ewn, that 
I found him to fhuffle and cut grievoufly about 
it. For when I objected to him, that there are 
but few, very few, readers of verfe, he anfwer- 
ed, the fame objeAiou lies againd one of the 
uc/Weft poems in our lauga^^c, ^wsim^wlUe's 
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Chace. Aye, but, faid I, every one hath not Sona. 
xnerville's igenius. He knit his brows, and ap- 
peared pot a little difpleafed at my fufpicion of 
his poetical abilities. 

His next plea was, thathe loved jingling him- 
felf, and thought other people did fo loo ? for he 
had obferved, that the things which pafled 
well enough with the public, fince the death of 
Alexander Pope, were no better. What, faid I 
again, have you never read, or have you forgot- 
ten the monody on Pope's death, and the trage- 
dy of Elfridaj He fhook his head, as much as to 
lay, If friend Mafon goes on to write fuch pieces 
as thofe^ he may ftarve while the bookfellers 
live. 

All that I could get further out 6f hidi was 
this, If any who have a tafte for rhimes will 
look into tbefe dialogues, they will not perhaps 
be difpleafed with their entertainment. 1 faefe 
exprellions feemed to me to favour fb ftronglyf|f 
vanity, that I thereupon left him to enjoy hiflL 
\ fclf-fufficiency. 

One word more, gentle reader, and I have 
dpne. To render this edition as entertaining 
and edifying as podible, I have fpared no ex* 
pence. To this end I pat the manufcript into 
the hands of fundry learned and ingenious 
men, whom I retain in jconflant pay. They 
have furnifhed me with a let of notes; (bme of 
which are original, and thefe I hold to be the 
mod curious and recondite. The reft are extrac- 
ted partly from manufcripts, and partly from 
very fcarce books, to be met with no where but 
in the libraries of princes and nobles.

IT was with Come difficolty I have been pre- 
vailed upon by my friends to enter upon the 
iubjeA before you« I am conTcioos there .are 
many better capaciu^d for this cafflc than my* 
ftlf, and from whom, 1 mnft own, I have re- 
ceived feveral ufeful hintS| as they occur in the 
conrfe of this work, efpeciaiiy from my good 
IHends Mr S. H. Mr T. G. Mr O. W. and fe- 
Teral others, to whom I acknowledge ^myfelf 
greatly indebted. It will be needle(s to (ay any 
thing of the merit or ufefolneCi of this little 
traA, becaufe it is intended only as a prepara- 
tory introduiSUon'to a very large 4Seld of inftruc* 
tive knowledge^ to no lefs than the compiling a 
diAionary, which will fcarce be contained in 
two volames in folio ; I trail it a ditfiionary, b^ 
cable it will contain the Whole circle of the Art 
of Lying ; it will be a DiHionary of DiSionaries^ 
of which this little epitome before you is no 
more in comparifon to it, for learning and mat* 
tier, than one drop of water is to the whole o- 
cean.

LYING, we fiwd, though not the arfc of it^ 
has be6n pradtifed in all ages, and by all 
degfeeA of people. All hiftory, facred and pro- 
fane, ai'e tefti monies of its pra^ice and antiqui- 
ty : but, however, even in itsprimitive (late, as 
Well as at this hour^ though every man has been 
guilty of it, no one will own himfclf to be a lian 
Everv one wpuld hare you believe what he at 
ferts to be a IrUth. 1% mud bc owned that truth 
and falflio^d in many cafes have a very near re- 
femblance ; it is the art of difguifing falfhood, (b 
as to appear like truth or probability, that is the 
fubjed before me*— a fubje^ too that all mankind 
are intercfted in, as all degrees of men, from the 
prince to the peafant^have, in fome meafure, and 
do ftill daily praclife it. It has often been mat- 
ter of wonder to me, that a fcience Co much in 
pra(5tice has not been reduced to dated rul^s ; 
for want of which men fometimes run fuch un- 
accountable lengths, that they give themfelves 
the lie j whereas, if the rules whkVi Vftva^V^^^* 

F f a ^^'^'^^ 
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after lay down were known by tbein^ I will ven- 
tore to fay they might fo dilguife falflbood by 
method, that the niceft 'judge or critic of truth 
or probability (bould not diftinguifli it. I moft 
frankly own, that Shakespeare firft endeavoured 
to reduce this (cicfnce to rules ; but as they are 
lb few and reflriAed^ I have not attempted to 
introduce them into this work. A work which 
I forefeei as it is Co univerfaily uferul, will be 
iiniyerfaUy praAifed an^ encouraged ; and I 
think myfelf happy iii living in this age, where 
ralta are, to effentially neceffary to; be underftocA 
In' the pra45iice of lying* 

"^ As there are an infinite number of little bran* 
ches in this (cience to be enumerated^ I fhall 
proceed methodically^ in order (or their better 
expliuiatidii $ and, that they may be more readi- 
ly uiiderftoody I (hall make an exaniple to each 
rule, for the benefit of the reader. But before 
I enter upon the rules, I think it neceflary to 
Xhew how advahtageoufly ufeful they will be to 
all degrees of men. — Kings, in their folemn trea* 
lies with each other, will not, in common famCi 
when they break thofe treaties, be deemed liars. 
Minijiers of.ftate^ though they may have mifled 
tlieir matter, or the people, by thefe Yulcs will 
be acquitted from cenfure. Courtiers, .hy thefe 
rules, may fafely promife, and never perform 
thofe promifes, and yet be deemed honpurable 
and true men. Generals may deceive their ma« 
Iters in the reports of brave exploits, or their 
loiles, by thefe rules, and yet (land fair in the 
eye of calumny and detradtion. The pious bi^ 
Jhop may fwear by his honour and his prielthood, 
may (bw divifion in his diocefe, may rack the 
people's confciences, or their grounds,^for tithes •

and yet, by thefe rules, he (hall Co condu<fi him- 
fclf, as to be accounted holy. The lawyer^ 
»>hough he (hould defraud you of an eftate by 
feeming guile, bring fal(e actions or falfe wit- 
nefs, (hall, by the(e infallible rules, feem imma* 
culate and fpotlefs* The merchant and the w^- 
chantc (hall artfully conceal the defects of their 
goods, nay openly expofe them to fale, with all 
tlieir damages to view, yet, by thefc rules^'no 
one (hall have it in his power to contradi<^t him^ 
or to fay it is untrue. Car men, porters, hackney^ 
men, &c. (hall take of you more than is their 
lawful due, and yet,^ by thefe rules, they (hall 
be acquitted from a}l cenfure of impofition. Im 
a word, the very bej^gar who aflts an alms, who 
binds up his (bund limb^ patches his eye up, and 
tells you thefe he loft in the fervice of his coun- 
try, (hall, by thefe rules, at night unbind his leg 
and pull his patch off, and yet be deemed no > 
bypocriiet . 

It wiU here be neceffary to explain the terms 
we (hall hereafter be obliged to ufe in- the courle 
of this work^ for the better undcrftanding thc^ 
nature and end of our de(]gn. And (irft, I (hall 
obferve to you, that faKhood^ which is vulgarly 
called lying, is the reverfe of truth. Truth is ma- 
thematical demonftration ; for inftance, the 47th 
book of theift propofition of Euclid, That the 
fquare of the hypotheneufe of a recflangled tri- 
angle, is equal to the fquareof thebafe and perpen- 
dicular added together, is a demonftrated truth s 
To fay the (quare of one of thofe (ides is equal 
t(j the fquare-of the hypotheneufe and the other 
fide added together^ is falfe : Upon this bads 
truth and fahliood ar« diftingui(hed, and the 
nearer the approach is to each other, the more. 

F f 3 i:\«ioi^> 
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dUEcalt it if to comprehend them, witboat the 
nf^ of chefe rales. 

Troth may be to AitgaU^d, that it may ap: 
pear to be falle to a common underftanding • 
For example, the wifdom of onr miniftry is ve 
ry coofpicuous to every judicious eye; but the 
Yulgar think it otherwife^ for want only of a 
knowledge in thefe rules. 

• On the contrary, falfhood- may be veiled like 
troth : As for inftance, the great exploits of oor 
army in Flanders this fammer are well known 
throughont Europe; and yet the Tolgar, ten 
want of thefe rules, are bold enough to cenfure 
their conduA. 

It is upon this nice diftinAion between truth 
and falibood thai thefe rules are founded* 'Pro- j 
bable and improbable, poffible and impoffihle^ ^ 
bare the (ame roles, are built upon the fame 
principles, and have the fame ratio of tendenfjf 
to, or (eparation from each other. From heiiiee 
we may pbferve, all approaches to truth, the 
nearer they feem ally'd to each other, the more ' 
fafe and methodically perfedl will falfhood ap* I 
pear by rules; and the wider you extend po/Bble 
and impoffible, the greater will be the flsill re* 
quired to difguife them. For example, it may 
be aflerted that it is impoffible for a great rich 
man to accept a />^;2/io;2, or a trih.' now, in the 
eye of the vulgar, this is feemingly (6 ; but on 
the other hand, if it be poffible,. it may alfo be 
true, and by thefe rules is lb to a demonftrati- 
on, that they do refufe it. 

Probable and improbable are the middle ftatt* 
on, and are under the fame rules and methods 
with the former; and in order to give you an 
example al(b of this nice connedlion, I mi^ give 

■ you 
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yoa their progreflion as they are generated, 
from poilible to probablci to truth and the con- 
v^rary ; from falfliood down to iraprobable, to im- 
■poffible, and thence to ^ihe vulgar term the lie. 
The poffible is the next degree to probable, 
that isy a fuppolGtion that it may be : For exam* 
pie, fuppofe for inftance, that you fhould fay a 
courtier may be difhoneft, we nvay rife upward 
and fay it is poffible he may be fo It is proba- 
ble he may And you may carry it Co as far as 

to fay he is difhoneft. But our rules will fet the 
courtier in another light ; I fay he is hotieft, for 
it is improbable he (hould be difhoneft : and fo 
downward to the lie dire<^* 

This rule I call the rule of r$tation ; it is the 
principal a[\d moft ufeful in heightening or de- 
preciating characters ; aud as [ proceed I (hall 
(how you to whom in particular each rule will be 
' immediately ufeful.— —This will be ufeful to a 
prime'tninijter in order to take in, or turn out 
any perfon in place. It will be ufeful to the 
clergy, in order to rife in dignities and prefa^ 
ments. It will be ufeful in the army, in dfoer 
to fink the hero^ or raife a coward. It will be 
of great ufe to your junior- counfel at the Old 
Bailey. In fhort, this is a rule which all the 
fair fex in general fhould have printed in gold 
letters, and learn by heart, to be ready at a 
moment's warning to pull down half a dozen 
prudes, or demolifh a dozen coquets* This rul« 
will be of fingular ufe to ivriters of lives and 
memoirs ; the man that died a damn'd villain 
or hypocrite may, by this rule, live on paper a 
very honeft, virtuous, good man. In fhort, 
though this is a rule fo univerfally ufeful, 'tis 
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but a Aibfervient one to whsit you mil find ist 

' the courfe of this woik. 

I have dwelt the longer on it| to inculcatt 
the feeds of it moreftcongly on your imaginaT- 

, tion; and indeed^ it (hould be learned by heart 
as a numeration table, or the gamut in mofip. 
For. by this rule many a courtier ^ and fome other 
perfi>ns too, have infenfibly rofe unto dignity 
and honour. The nicely throwing a veil af 
this kind, is like an ingenious painter^ that can 
deceive not only men, but the very animal crea* 
tiOn with their art. \ * « 

I remember a (lory of a felon^ who on his 
trial had an accomplice in his villainy to be aa» 
evidence againft him: After a long examinatiopj, 
the evidence honeftly lays his hand upon his< 
bread, and told the court that he had confulied J 
feveral learned divines, and eminent lawyen, 
about the evidence he was to give, and that he 
found his confcience would not permit him to 
give any at all. In fhort^ the court had the 
happinefs to be acquainted with this rule of 
rotation^ and honourably difcharged the felon. 
Now, reader, by this example, you fee of what 
fingular ufe a knowledge of ihefe rules are. 

The next rule is the ambiguous,* JStit before 
I explain that rule I fball fet an example to 
fight, as a trial of it — Suppofe it was aflerted 
that onr fleets at fea have received more damage 
by ftorms than the enenvv this ikmmer, and 
that they have reaped advantage : Now obferve; ' 
you may prove our fleet has gained a confidera- j 
ble advantage to their country. As to. the ^ 
damages by (lorms, they are trifling, and it was . 
a common lot to the reft of mankind, and to (;.c- 

eaemy as well as chemfelves ; but on the other 

handft 
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bandy the/ have prcfcrvcd his majefly's (hips 
and fubjedls fafe from the enemy ; they have 
not waded their ammunition nor warlike (tores; 
they have frightened the. enemy without the 
lofs of men; then they have t;iught their men 
navigation, fpent a e,ood deal of provifions and 
money, all for the good of tlig,;j^ople. 1 hefi* 
are plain and obvious to every eupacity who un- 
derdands my rules; Whereas the ignorant and 
the vulgar are bold enough to fay, they had nop 
orders to fight ; that they were bribed ; that the 
fault was in the people at the helm of (late ; 
that we are the dupes and. tools of Europe, and 
SI thoufand fuch idle (lories; and all this is 
owing to a want of knowledge in this ambiguous 
rule. 

This golden rule I recommend to all perfons 
who have any poft under the government^ from 
the chancellor of the exchequer, down to the 
fweeper of St James's court ; all officers in the 
excife, cuftom-houfe, treafury, vi<5lnalling, (lamp- 
office, &c« from the comroinioners down to the 
porter at the door; to all honourable generals, 
down to the inferior officers, even to the drum- 
head : In (hort, to all who are, or intend to be 
dependent on the court — Let them get this rule 
by heart. This rule I alfo recommend to all 
perfons any wa> di(affe\5led to the miniflry ; to 
all bawling patriots, and the honourable inde- 

JenJents of the city and liberty of Weft minder, 
c i* of Angular ufe to party news-writers* to- 
day they may kill 20,000 men in Flanders, and 
to-morrow fay it wants confirmation. In (hort, 
I recommend it as doctor lVard*s pill, as an uni- 
verfal 7ioJirum for every perfon and thing, even 
to the curing ofa fmoaky chimney. 
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Now the rule is eK^eeding ea(y in itfelf to be 
retained in the memory; the reader is only to 
obferve the degrees he is to fink down or mount 
npi in order to accomplifh his defigns ; and here 
I am to inform him to keep the probable on 
both fides full in view ; cxEept only, if the aifti- i 
on lye out od^nrope, then he may ftreich it to 
the improbable ; and here you are to obferve one 
thing, all public tranfaclions are never to go be- 
low the itnprobable, nor above the poflible; they 
are to be an equipoife to each other, like the 
pannier? of a country baker, hanging dangling 
on each fide hi; horfe. But on the other hand, 
if you are. to raife the fubjeft, you may go from , 
impoffible up to truth : pray obferve that diflinc- 
tion, between the finking and the rifing of the 
fubjeA. I have known a pcrfon made a lord, | 
that was as great a knave and patriot as his 
country produced, only by being acquainted I 
with the principles of this ambiguoNS rule. 

The next rule, courteous reader, I call the 
inconceivable, becaufe it is founded uoon a (ha* 
dowy bafis; yet perhaps you have no rule more i 
necefTiry to be underflood. This rule was 
founded in Nubibus (I aik pardon for the exprefli- 
on, it was only to give you a fpecimen of my 
learning) ; it means being in the clouds. Now, rea- 
der, this rule is to make matter oat of nothing; ■ 
obferve that well. You are to join the probable 
and poflible together. Now, for example, fup- 
pofe you fhould fiy that a certain great man, 
who was fo long in public employment, and rob- 
bed and plundered the people of thoufands, hav- 
ing feriouQy weighed and confidered his evil 
deeds^ has made a will and bequeathed all his 

ilU 
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ill«got wealth to the poor^ to atoii« for hU 
crimes / 

Firfty it is pofiible fuch » tbing majr be : If 
poflible, why not probable? And while he is 
living, no one can difprove.ii;* X.his is raiflng 
the character. On the other fide^ the vulgar, 
for want ot conceiving this inconceivable rule, 
will reafbn thus : His avaricioufnefs, pride, and 
vices, reign in him as much as ever: that he has 
no more charity or honefty in him than jP— — — r 
W s: In (hort, they may as well fay that 

Chartres was a villain, or Jonathan Wild : Aud 
all this is owing to nothing more than the want 
of a knowledge of this inconceivable rule. 

And as this rule is more difficult to be compre- 
hended at firft view, than fome others, I niuft 
beg leave to illuftrate it by another example : 
Suppofe. a per(bn unacquainted witl) thefe rules, 
fhould report the times are in general very pre£i 
^°S upon the trading part of mankind \ that 
trade and money are very fcarce ; that public 
credit and taxes run high ; that honour, and 
honefty, and truth, &c. have forfbok us: furely 
fuch an one cannot be well acquainted with this 
rule. It is eafy to turn the tables upon fuch a 
novice, and (ay, Sir, I have it from good autho- 
rity that your furmife is groundless, that for the 

enfuing year, 1745, ^^ ^"^ ^^^ ^'^ ^^ entirely 
taken off; that the public debts of the nation 
will be greatly diminifhed by his majefty's volun- 
tary donation of thirty millions fterling, the pro* 
duce and favings of Hanover, for the good of his 
loving and faithful fubjec^ls of Great Britain ; that 
in order to encourage trade and commerce, a 
fafe and honourable peace is on the tapis, and 
(hortly will be conclud^4 throughout Europe ^xx^ 
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our idtcreft and advantage; and let me add U 
this, the great plenty of money now circulating 
in irade, even to a demonrtralian, Thcfe ihingi 
are fat!t-, wliich none but the vulgar aiid fuch 
who ate unacquan^d with 'our inconceivaile 
rule can be igiiorani^f, 

I reir-cnibfr to liavc heard a (lory of a fellow, 
who Mi'rd lo rc|)ort a.nong his companions, ihat 
at Richiiioiid in SiTy, at a certain houfe, he 
had, by 'lie ftrengtii of his voice only in iingilig, 
frequenly bnike the glafs of the windows — It 
happened air acquaintance ofhis was prefent once 

" at his aflertino ihe ibing, and to whom he ap. 
peeled for ibe truth of his alTertion : replied 
he Tcry gravely, No, Sir, I do not remember your 
breaking ilie windows; J would not tell a lie 
upon any account whatever tor you nor no one 
elfe ; but as the truth fliould be told, withont 
favour or affection to party, I mult confefi, 
wbcn the door and windows of that room have 
been clDfe thai, the flrength of your voice has 
funk the floor, and raifed ihe ceiling over our 
heads, above a foot from its place, for want of 
room lo expand. This (lory I rank in the num- 
ber of the tnconceivahles, though perhaps critics 
may pbce it in the ambiguous rule. 

I iiiuH recommend this inconceivable rule to 
the lower clafs of people, to Itudy ferioufly, 
The keen fox-hunter would do well to apply 
this rule to prartife, when he tells you that he 
unkenneled a fox that had a brufli fix yards 

' long. The grave angler will find it ufeful to 
explain the weight of bis pike or falmon, which 
he caught and landed with a finglc hair, upon a 
fteep bank, fouiieen (eei higher ihaii the fur- 
Ace of the rlvei: •, ani i.\ie fita^jle pneft, that 
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coold not .explain to his audience thcmiracle of 
feedrag the 6ve thoufand with five loaves and 
Cviro fmaU 'fifties^ btu only by faying every loaf . 
wsk^^i big a^ a mountain, -mtght, by this incon- 
ceiveable rule, have demonflrated it beyond ex- 
ception. In a word, reader, I heartily recom- 
mend it to your ferious and deliberate confidera- 
tion* . 

Jdy next general rule is the Recitative .• A rule 
of fiagular ofe to an unfertile invention ; it re- 
quires no gi^ at Iklll to become njafter of it, and 
extends only to the marveUous. It is of great 
ufo to cofFee-houfe pQliticiaus, and news- mongers 
in geaeral^ and chiefly depends upon cnwmt'ra- 
tion : it is indeed a £brt of branch to the ambi- 
guous. I have known it praclifed with fuccefs 
by a friend of mine frequently, who has laugh- 
ed, and been heartily- Laughed at, for the fruit- 
fu-Uiefs i>f his imagination. If you tell a ftory 
wbich happened in one county, he immediately^ 
r^pe^its the fame, with a triflbng variation, that 
];]appencd in another. If you carry it to the 
poilible, he extends it to the probable ; if yoa 
huk it to th« improbable, he lawers it to the 
im.poffible ; in fhort it is the art of refining epl» 
tomifed. Example : One faid he faw a pike ia 
a Gnall pond in Kent, weighing 40 pounds, and 
that one of 30 pounds was taken whole out of 
it» belly. JViy friend immediately replied, That 
vt^s nothing ; he had feen i^ Wiltftire one of 
50 pounds weight, and a pike of 40 pounds ta« 
ken out of its belly ; and not only that, fays he, 
tnit another entire pike was taken out of the 
belly of it, which weighed 27 pounds and a 
half. This was between the probable and pot 
Able. 

G g '^Vfi:. 
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The gentleman, finding him felf outdone, re. 
pliedi Itw'as ilrange, bucket he bad heard fotne- 
thing beyond that; he bad a friend of his in Nor* 
thamptonlhire, who (topped at a little public- 
houfe, and called for a bottle of ale; it was fet 
on the table, and, being ripe, forced out the cork, 
which went through the ceiling and rooFof the 
houfe, and hit. a liuall bird that was that inftant 
flying along ; the bird dropped perpendicularly 
dpwn intp the bottle, the cork followed plump 
into; ithO' neck jtgaiui . ftppped the, bottle, and 
df99rv4^A ^he bird. My friendt very gravely re- 
plied, 1 hat was, notjbingi .for he had heard bis 
father fay, that, by fuch an accident in Wilt- 
(hire, he caught a covey of partridges, confift. 
ing pf eight brace and a half of birds, and at 
one blow, with this addition only, that it was a 
two-quart bottle they fell into. The man find- 
ing himlelf ftill copied, he fays. Pray, Sir, did 
you hear my Lord Such-aone was going to turn 
off his whores, and cohabit with his wife again ? 
Yes, fays my friend, and with this remarkable 
circumflance too, that he intends to pay all his 
tradefmen's bills, and rellore the eflate again to 
Mr Such-a-one, whom he had cheated of it. 
The gentleman being out of all patience, cries 
out, Jkafs a damned lie, and parted abruptly 
from him. 

This rule of Recitative is extrevnely ufefnl for 
ihallow memories; the path you are to flrike in 
lies ftraight before you, with this obfervation, 
always let another finifli his (lory before you. 
As this rule is chiefly for the lower clafs, I fhall 
recommend it, not as a political, but an ufeful 
one. 
It would almo&be ttvdUfe vo ^ive you exam- 
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pies of the foregoing kind, or to lay down any 
more general rules in this place, becatiife this is 
intended only- as an intrddudlion to a General 
Diiiionary I itfn now preparing for the prefi, 
containing the whole circle of the art, V oU will, 
in my preface, find the ule of this diflertation, 
as to the intelideli defigri of the Dictionary 
OF DICTIONARIES'. ^ It wiI11)e here impoffible 
to enumerate^ the ufes and advantages which 
you will find contained in it ; but as the tinder-

THil^ great and fingular ad vantages of />2/;;77m^) 
and the luftre it gives toxonverlation, are 
comnionly fo little known in ihe world, that 
fcarce one man of learning in fifty, to their (hame 
be it fpoken, appears to have the leail tin<5ture 
of it in his di(courfe. This 1 can impute to no- 
thing but that it hath not been reduced to a 
fcience ; and indeed Cicero feemed long ago to 
wifh for it, as we may gather from his fecond 
book, de Oratore, page 115. where he has this 
remarkable paflage : Suavis out em tft^ et vehemeti' 
ter [ape utilis jocus et facetia cum ambiguitate, 
in quibus tu longe (Uiis mea fententia^ Casjar^ ex* 
celiisy quo magis mihi etiam teftis ejje potes, aut 
nullam eJJe artem falif, aut fi qua efty earn nos 
tu potiffimum docebis. " Punning \^ e.-j^xx^Nxv^v^ 

Hh ^ d.€^x^VL>aN, 
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* deligbtfuly and ofteolimes very profitable^ in 

* which, as far as I can judg^> Caefar, yon excel 
^ all mankind ; for which rea^lbn you may in- 

* form me whether there be any art of punning; 
^ or if there be^ above ail things I befeech you 
' to inflra<ft me in tc/' So much was this fiireat 
man affe^ed with the art, and fuch a noble idea 
did h^.conceive of it, that he gare Caefar the 
preference to all .mankind, only on accoant of 
that accomplifhment< 

Let critics fay what they will, I will venture 
to affirm, that punningy'&f all;grts and fciences, 
IS the moft extraordinary -; for adl others are cir« 
cumfcribed by certain bounds,' but this alone is 
-found to have no limits ; becaule to excel there- 
in requires a mod extenfive knowledge of all 
things. A^punner mull be a man of the great- 
eft natural abiKties, and. of thebeft accompliOi- 
ments : his wit muft be poignaqt.^ahd fruitful, 
his underftanding clear and diliindi, liis imagi- 
nation delicate and chearful ; he muft have an 
extraordinary elevation of (bul, far above all 
mean and low conceptions ; and thefe muft be 
fliftained with a vivacity fit to exprefs bis ideas 
with that grace and beauty, that ftrength and 
fweetnefs, which becomei fentimients lb . truly 
ncble and fubllme. 

And now, left I fhould be fufpeiSed of impo- 
fing ujpon my reader, i muft mtreat- him to 
coniider how high Plato .has carried bt^.feuti" 
men t^ of .this art (and Plato is allowed by all 
men to have fcen farther into heaven than any 
heathen, either before or fince) ; does not he fay 
pofitivcly in his Gratyliis, jfocos et dii aniefnt : 
^^ The gods ihenifelve^lof e punning*^* Which 
J iini apt to believe ftorci Wovsi^x'^ unextinguip- 
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fd laughter ; becaufe tBerc is no. other motive 
could caufe fuch continued merriment among 
the gods. • \< f i ^ ' -

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But, however, I give little credit to thefe opi- 
nion?, which I am apt to. believe were broached 
in the dark and fabulous ages of the world ; for 
I doubt, before the firit Olympiad, there can be 
no great dependence upon profane hiftory. 

I am milch more inclined to give credit to 
Buxtorf ; nor is it improbable, that Pythagorzs, 
who fpent twenty-eight years at Egypt in his 
ftudies, brought this art, together with fome 
arcanas of pbjlcfophy; into Greece ; the reafon 
for which might be, that philofophy. and pun- 
ning were a mutual a/EAance to each other: 
** For," fays he, ** puns are like (b many torch- 
' lights in the head, that give the foul a very 
' diftinL^ view of thofe images which fiie before 
' feemed to grope after, as if (he had beenim- 
' pri(bned in a dungeon.'^ From whence he 
lobked upon puns to be fo facred, and had fucfa 
a regard to them, that he left a precept to his 
difciples, forbidding them to eat beans, becaufe 
they were called in Greek punnoi. *' Let not/* 
fays he, '* one grain of the feed of beans be loft, 
' but prefeive and fcatter them over all Greece, 
' that both our gardens and our fields may flou- 

* rifli with a vegetable, which, on account of its 
' name, not only brings an honour to our couo- 
' try, but as it difperfes its effluvia in the air, it 

* may alfo, by a fecret inipulfe, prepare the foal 
' for piinning^ which I eftcem the {i\Ji and great 

* felicity of life.'* 

This art being fb very well recommended by 
fo great a man, it was not long before it fpread 
through all Greece, and at lad was looked upon 
to be fuch a neceflary accomplilliment, that no 
perfbn was admitted to a fead who was not 
firft examined, and if he were found ignorant 

of 
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.oT punning^ be was difmiflcd with, Hence ye prO' 
fane. 

If any one doubts the truth Qfwbat I fay, let 
him confult the apophthegms of Plutarch, who, 
flfier he had palled feveral encomiums upon this 
art, gives. fome:9ccou][^i of perfons eminent in it. 
Among wbich, to fliorten my preface, I cbufe 
one of the mod illuflrious examples, and will 
entertain the c<>urteoas reader with the folio w- 
jHg ftory. 

King Philip had. hjs collar-bone broken- in a ' 
battle, and his phyfjcian expecting money of 
:hini every vifir, the. king reproved him with a 
pitn^ faying, He had the key in his own hands. 
J^pr the word, in the original, flgnifies both a key 
and a collar-bone. Vide Plut. apoph. page 177. 

We have alfo feveral puns recorded in Dio- 
. genes Laertius's lives of the philofophers, and 
thofe piade by the vyifeft and graved men among 
them ; even by Diogenes the Cynick, who, al- 
though pretending, to withftand the irreliflible 
charms of.piinning^ was curft with the name of 
an abhorrer. Yet in fpight of all hi^ ill-nature 
and afFc<5lation (for he was a tub-preacher) he 
made fo excellent a pun, that Scaliger faid, He 
wonld rather have been author of it than king 
of Navarre The ftory is as follows, 

Did^mus (not Didymus the commentator np- 
on Homer, But), a famous rake among the ladies 
at Athens, having taken in hand to cure a vir- 
gin*s eye that was fore, had this caution givea 
him by Diogenes,. " Tak.*. care you do not tor- 
' rupt your p/'pil.^^ The Creek word fignifying 
botli the pupil of the eye and a virginM Vide 
Laert. 

There is a remarkable paflagc in Petro^Va.^

Arbiter, whicb plainly proves/ by a royal exam- 
ple, that punning was a neceiTary ingredient to 
make an entertainment agreeable. The words 
are thefe, Ingerebat nihilomniU Trimaich' len- 
tiffima voce, c a r p e . Ego fufpicatus ad aliquam 
urbunitatem^ toties UertttafHvocempertinerCt non 
erubui eum qui fupta me nccutnbebtit, hoc ipfum 
interrogare. At tile qui fapius ejufthodi ludos 
fpeSaroeraty vides, inquit, ilium qui obfomuWi 
carpit, carpDs vocatur Itaqtie quotieJiuTtque 
dicit carpe, eodem verbo et vocat et imperat. 
And it is further remarkable, that every day of 
his life he made the fame pun ait dinner and 
fupper. 

It would be endlefs to produce all the antlie* 
rities that might be gathered from Diodorus 
Siculus, Herodotus, Proconofius, Bergaeus, Die- 
nyiius Hall earn en (is, Lycophron, Pindar, Apol- 
lonius, Menander, Arifioplianes, Coihthils Coos, 
Nonnus, Denioftbenes, Euripides, Thucydidtfs, 
Plato, Ariftoile, &c. However, 1 believe it will 
not be amifs to bring fome few teftimonies, to 
fhevv in what great efteem the art of punning 
was among the moft refined wits at Rome, and 
that in the mod polite ages, as will appear from 
the following quotations.

Nor was his bounty lefs to Monfieur de Ferry 
de Lageltre the painter, though the pu?i and 
the pi(5lure turned againCl himfelf ; who dreiv 
his majefty fliooting, and, at fo.me diftance from 
him, another man aiming at the fame fowl, who 
was withheld by a third perfon, pointing at the 
king with thefe words from his mouth :

Punning is an art of harmonious jingling u- 
pon wordsy which paffing in at the eats, add fall- 
ing upon the diaphragm a, excite^ a titillary nap* 
tion in thole parts, and this being conveyed by 
the animal fpiriu into tjie mufcles of th« face^ 
raifes the cockles of the heart. 
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The Moral Definition 0/ Punning. 

PuNNiwo i» a virtue that tnoft efFedlually pro» 
motes tbe end of good fellowlhip, which is 
laughing. . 

N. B. I defign to make the mod celebrated 
Punners in thefe kingdoms examples to the 
follomng rules.

' private companies, but has put a (lop 10 hot 
wranglings in parliaments ?Ln6 convocations, which - 
otberwife would iK)t Co foon come to a refolution. 
For as Horace fay5, ridiculum acri, &c. and yery 
often it is found fo. 

Sir — — once in parliament brought in a hill 
which wanted fbme amendment ; which being 
denied him by the houfe, he frequently repeated 
that he thirfied to mend his bill ; upon which a 
tvorthy member got up, and faid, Mr Speaker, J 
humbly move, fince that member ihirfis fo very 
much, that he may be allowed to mend his draught. 
This put xYicboufe intofuch 2t good humour, that 
his petition was granted. 

Rule 16. The Rule of Analogy, is when two 
perfons pun upon different fubjecfls, after the 
fame manner ; as, fays one, I went to my fhoe> 
msker's to-day for a pair of fi?oes, which 1 be- 
fpdke a month ago^ and when all came to all, 
the dog brifiles up to me with a thoufand ex- 
cufes, that I thought there would never be an 
end of his difcourfe : But upon my calling him 
a rafcal; be began to wax warm^ and had the

impudence to bid me vamp off, for he had not 
leiiure now to talk to me, b'ecaufe he was going 
to dinner, which vexed me indeed to the very 
foal ; upon this I jmnped out of his (hop In a 
great rage, and wiflied that the next bk he e^lt 
n}T;fht be YAs laft. 

Says another, I went to a tanner*% that owed 
me fome. money, and what do you think, hot 
the pitiful fellow was flejl?ed at it, infoftiuch 
that forfooih he could not hide his refentment, 
but toW me, that it was enough to fet a man 
horn mad to be dunned (o early in a morning.

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Kule 19. The Rule of Challenge. As for in- 
ftance, when you have conned over in yoar mind 
a chain of puns, you fur prize the beft punfier in 
company^ after this manner— S^y tari-pit if ^ou 
dare. 

Kule 20. The Sanguine Kule, allows you 10

Rule 21. The Ruh of Concatenation, IS making 
a (Iring of puns as fail as you can, that no body 
^Ife can put in a word 'till you have exhaufled 
the fubjed:. Ex. Gr. 

There was one John Appleby a gardiner, fell 
in love with one Mrs Curran, for her cherry . 
cheeks and her lily white hand, and foon after 
he got her con fen t to graft upon her flock ; Mr 
Link the parfon was fent, viho joined the loy- 
^^^ pair together ; Mr Rowintree and Mr Holy* 
oak were brides-men : The company were, my 
slady Joan Ktel who came a mile a-foot to com- 
pliment them, and her maid Sally^ remarkable 
for her carrots that rid upon a ckejlniit. There ' 
was Dr Barrage loo, a^conflant medlar in other 
people's affairs : He vias lately im-peached for 
murdering Don ^dckfet, Mrs Lettice Skenit 
.and JVirs Rofe-merry were the bride-maids ; the

Give me leave, courteous reader, to recommend 
to your perufal and pra(5tice' this mod excellent 
rule, which is of fuch univerfal ufe and advan- 
tage to the learned world, that the mod valuable 
difcoveries, both as to antiquities and etymolo- 
gies, are made by it ; nay farther, 1 will venture 
to fay, that all words which are introduced to
